Cabinet ‘asks Raeuce 


act on ‘soldiers’ bill’

The Cabinet yesterday decided to 
ask the Knesset Speaker ta convene 
the House to act on a proposal “bill 
of rights” for demobilized soldiers. 
The bill would give privilege to 
conscripts who served at least three 
months beyond their regular army 
service and to reservists who did at 
least three months’ duty, both during 
@ ‘one-year period from the outbreak 
of the war. It was approved by the 
Cabinet three weeks ago. 

The Cabinet yesterday, discussed 
details of the bill. 

At a press briefing later, Mr. Ya'- 
acov Agmon, Director-General of the 


| Winance Ministry, cautioned against 


exaggerated expectations from the 
bill, He noted that preferential treat- 
tment of former soldiers for housing, 
for example, meant that those al- 
ready entitled to privileges, such as 
young married couples or families 
living in congested ‘conditions, would 
get priority. 

It did not mean any increase in 
the overall volume of . Right 
now, the “reverse is true,” for there 
is a slowdown in construction and 
& manpower shortage, he said. 

The bill would grant a two-year 
period of grace, so that, for example, 
an ex-serviceman now single would 
get priority if he marries in the 
two-year period. The waiver of 
tauition fees would include vocational 
training, embracing a wide range 

of adult training courses, he stressed.

— The bodies of three 
young men, assumed to be those of 
twolsraelis and 2 tourist, missing 
since they set out from Jerusalem 
ou a Yom Kippur tour of the Golan 
Heights, were discovered last week.

Egypt sees

CAIRO. — Egypt is gratified by 
the U.N. Becenity Council resolu 
tion putting the peace conference in 
Geneva under the umbrella of the 
world organization, officials said 
yesterday. 


Cairo remains convinced, however, 
that the U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
Yather than U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, will play the key 
role at the conference which has 
‘been re-scheduled for next Friday, 
they said. 

The officials said the understand- 
ing here is that Dr. ‘Waldheim ‘will 
preside over the ceremonial apening 
but that in later stages 
will be co-chaired by the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union. 

As Egypt prepared for the peace 
talks, its newly 2ppointed Chief of 
Staff, Maj-Gen. Mohammed Ga- 
Mmasy, predicted further rounds of 
fighting with Israel. 

Addressing a graduation cere- 
mony for reserve officers, Gen. Ga- 
masy said the October war was 
“Just one of the stages of the mi- 
litary conflict with Israel Other 
stages lie ahead of us and we must 
prepare for them with the same 
firmness and determination until 
our ultimate goals are achieved.” 

A front line commander told jour- 
nalists who visited his sector in 
the Sinsi desert on Saturday that 
if Egypt did not regain the whole 
peninsula, there would certainly be 
enother war. The commander, Bri- 
gadier Fahim Shadid, added: “We 
are ready for both peace and war. 
If it is war, we will be ready to 
accept casualties running into mil- 
Mons to liberate our land.”

As in 1967, the War has brought 
Israel and World Jewry even closer 
together.
